city. 
They trusted to their splendid !

chariot race, Antioch seems a fab led 
city of ancient times, living in story ¡ 
only. 
East and West Still Conflict. 
“It is hard to come to reality and 
think of American motorcars rushinc 
along the roads where Ben Hur guided 
his matchless Arab steeds, or of great 
motor 
lorries 
trundling 
across 
the 
plain where the long trains of came! 
b rought their caravans of riches from 
the East. 
The hippodrome where Ben 
Hur, the Jew, contested with Messnin. 
the Roman, is in ruins, b ut the East 
and the West are just as surely In 
conflict today. 
“According to the Roman reformer 
and satirist, Juvenal, from Antioch 
also, ‘the waters of the Orontes over­ 
flowed into the Tib er.’ and thence came 
superstitions and indulgences and ex 
cesses that caused the corruption of 
Rome. 
This may b e true* b ut also i* 
was ‘In Antioch that the disciples were 
first called Christians.’ 
“The most magnificent splendor of 
Antioch was its great street. 
This ran 
straight through tin* city from east to 
west. 
At each end there was an Im­ 
pressive gate.

later known as the ‘Gate of St. Paul.’ 
It was still standing 45 years ago. al­ 
most complete; hut now even the foun­ 
dations have b een removed for b uild­ 
ings in the modern city.

of the Cherub im,’ 
fo r over this gate 
Titus placed the golden cherub im b e 
had taken from the temple in Je rusa ­ 
lem.

A Fifth Avenue of the Ancients. 
“On each side of the street was a 
doub le row of columns.

aisle in each case was roofed over, 
furnishing a shady walk in summer 
and a dry and sheltered way during 
the winter storms.

rows of columns was a b road highway 
for chariots and 
horsemen.

In theory a good p astu re 
gives the cheap est feed that a dairy­ 
man 
can 
p ossibly 
find.

mean a great saving on liny and grain 
if the p astu re could he made to double 
its yield. 
It seems easy, but the fact 
thnt Imp rovement is slow in sp ite of 
the evident advantages shows that it 
is not always p ractical. 
The follow­ 
ing note from Professor Eastman of 
jibe New Hamp shire college is to the 
j p oint: 
“ Possibly you realize also that our 
p astu re 
rejuvenation 
p roblem 
is 
irath e r big one In Hie sense that p as 
j tares are not very valuable p er acre, 
j and that treatm ents of lime, seeding, 
etc., are likely to be rather exp ensive. 
For instance, p erhap s the average p as­ 
ture In New Hamp shire can only he 
p astured at the rate of one animal 
unit for every five or eight acres of 
land. 
If such p astu re is worth from 
85 to 
$ 8 a season, the rent is only 
$ 1 
an acre, and the little that can be done 
so imp rove p astu re land so often en­ 
cumbered with rocks and •stump s, as 
ours is, for tills amount of money, is 
ap p arent. 
I realize the other argu ­ 
ment ju st as keenly as anybody that 
p asture takes the p lace of much more 
*xp en*’ve feed, bu t so long as there is 
any p astu re available it is very hard 
to get farmers to lay out very much 
money on imp roving the p astu re condi­ 
tions with so little direct retu rns.” 
That idea must he considered when 
ve come to discussing p astu re imp rove­ 
ment. 
Lime and p hosp horus are the 
elements generally needed to bring in 
more and better grass, and in sections 
far from limestone dep osits the ex­ 
p ense must be considered.

Poultry that are hastily caug ht up 
and taken to market before they nro 
properly 
prepared

prov e unsatisfactory both to the dealer 
and consumer, according to (). A. Bar­ 
ton, poultry specialist of the North 
Dakota Ag ricultural colleg e. 
“The poultry should be confined to 
close quarters and fed a wet mash of 
pancake hatter for from ten day s to 
two 
weeks,” 
he 
say s. 
“Cockerels 
taken care of in this manner will show 
a g ain of from 20 to 35 per cent and 
^v lil he In much better market condi­ 
tion, thus demanding a better price. 
“Equal quantities of wheat, oats and 
corn or wheat, oats and barley , g round j 
fine and wet with either buttermilk 
or sour milk makes a g ood fattening 
ration. 
Use one pound of g round feed , 
and two pounds of milk. If milk is not 
av ailable, add 15 to 20 per cent of i 
meat scraps or tankag e to tlie g round | 
feed and wet with water, using one 
and one-half pounds of water to one 
pound of g round feed. This simuld he 
fed three times daily , hut only what j 
will he consumed in ten to fifteen min­ 
utes. 
“If cull hens are not in g ood condi­ 
tion it is a g ood idea to feed them the 
same ration. 
Turkey s need to be 
g rown out well before attempting to 
finish them for the market. 
Access to 
sour milk and dry mash of the g round 
feed mentioned will help materially to 
j 
dev elop the birds.” 


Sparrow Is Blamed for 
Spreading New Disease 
A new count lias been found in the 
indictment ag ainst the Eng lish spar­ 
row*. 
Aot only is he noisy , filthy , and 
>ug na< ieus, hut he sometimes harbors 
a parasite and spreads infection to 
>iher birds. 
That this parasite may also affect 
•hiekens and turkey s, a fact which 
"•« *ni.s nev er to lap e been noted be­ 
fore, is reported by Dr. W. A. Riley 
of the div ision of entomolog y and 
economic zoolog y and Dr. II. C. H. 
Kernkaoip of the div ision of v eteri­ 
nary medicine, Univ ersity of Minne­ 
sota, who ex amined infested chickens 
from a flock raised on the shore of 
Lake Minnetonka and turkey s from u 
farm near Vining , Ottertail county . 
The univ ersity men found that the 
fowls were infested with a parasitic 
worm which liv es in tumors or cy sts 
about the size of buckshot on the skin, j 
these tumors being more numerous 1 
near the v ent and ex tending up ov er 
fhe lax ly and on 
the leg s. 
While 
there is no ev idence that the health ; 
of infested fowls will suffer materially , 
the presence of the tumors will un I 
doubtedly lessen the market v alue of 
I x >uI try . 
“The parasite has been known in 
Europe for more than 100 y ears as o r j 
( in-ring in song birds and has been re­ 
ported a few times on wild birds in 
this country ,” say s Doctor Riley , “but ! 
wis nev er known to he on poultry .” 
| 


Conditions Required to 
Store Roots for Winter 
The three conditions necessary for 
successfully storing root crops are, 
g ood v entilation, freedom from damp­ 
ness and a temperature just abov e the 
freezing point. 
A cool cellar is the 
most conv enient place but outside pits 
may be used if necessary . 
Bing in the 
barn where the temperature does not 
v ary too much may also he used. 
From 20 to 30 pounds of beets make 
a g ood feed for a dairy cow. 
Since 
they are low in protein, other feeds 
should he furnished to prov ide this 
important part of the ration. 
A ra­ 
tion of beets with alfalfa or clov er hay 
may be fairly satisfactory , hut if the 
hay is not of g ood quality , soiqe nar­ 
row ratio concentrate like hian or 
oil meal must be added. 


Keep Cabbag e in Cellar 
at Proper Temperature 
Cabbag e keeps best at a temperature 
slig htly abov e freezing from 38 to 40 i 
deg rees Fahrenheit. 
Many cellars are 
t to w arm for cabbag e and when it is 
B> be stored in larg o amounts the j 
best method is the outside pit. When j 
the cellar is kept at the desired tem­ 
perature the best way of keeping the 
cabbag e in it is to bury the heads in 
box es of sand. 
Only the g ood, solid 
heads should be stored. 
They should 
he pulled when they reach a g ood size 
but not left until v ery larg e. The late 
v arieties should he stored as they 
keep better than others.

ment or habit, his talk ing muscles, 
when he tries to use them, are seized 
by a spasm and produce a series of 
senseless, confused sounds instead of 
cie.tr, definite speech. 
This is gener­ 
ally due to lack of confidence and self- 
control, so that the cause of stuttering 
is really the mental condition of the 
child. 
The principal reason why a 
child stutters is because he is afraid 
he will stutter. 
Uunishment by parents or teachers 
or ridicule by playm ates only Increase 
this fear. 
The child ceases to talk , 
except 
when 
compelled 
to. v Other 
people av oid talk ing to him, until talk ­ 
ing, instead of a natural, unconscious 
habit, becomes an agony of effort. 
Stammering is a temporary inability 
to speak . 
Stuttering is the repetition 
In rapid succession of the same syl­ 
lable or word. In one case he can’t get 
started; In the other he starts hut 
can’t go on. 
In either case, the child’s speech 
mechanism is defectiv e, not In con­ 
struction but in action. 
He must be 
taught slowly, gently, k indly and pa­ 
tiently how to run his speech machine 
smoothly, ev enly and without effort. 
Stutterers must learn to tak e time 
| to consider what they are going to say 
before they speak . 
Most children with 
speech defects are impulsiv e. 
They 
must learn self-control. 
They must 
learn to speuk slowly, distinctly and 
regularly. 
They should practice read- 
i Ing aUmd ev ery 
day.
